Financial Crash in 
Chicago. 


Three Banking Institutions 
Forced to Close Their 
Doors for Keeps. 


Prompt ‘Action by Clearing- 
house Officials Prevented 
General Panic. 


One Man Alone Responsible 
for Failures—Depositors 
Lose Nothing. 


(BY THE ASCOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
HICAGO, Dec. 18.—Three of the 
largest financial institutions in 
the West—The Chicago National 

Bank, the Home Savings Bank and 
the Equitable Trust Company—all of 
them controlled by John R. Walsh, 
of this city, and in great measure 
owned by him, suspended operations 
today. Their affairs will be liquidated 
as rapidly as possible and they will 
go out of business. 

Mr. Walsh, who was the president 
of the Chicago Nati¢nal Bank and 
of the Equitable Trust Company, and 
all the other officers and all the 
directors of the Chicago Nationa 
Bank have resigned. 

National Bank Examiner C. H. 
Bosworth has succeeded Mr. Walsh 
at the head of the Chicago National 
Bank, and the places of the directors 
have been filled by men appointed by 
the Chicago Clearinghouse. 

GENERAL CRASH AVOIDED.

The immediate cause of the collapse 
‘of the institution controlled by Mr. 
Walsh is said to be the large amount 
of money which they have loaned to 
various private enterprises of his, 
notably the Southern Indiana Railway 
and the Bedford Quarries Company 
of Indiana. Mr. Walsh claims that 
if he could heve had a little more 
time and been left untrammeled in 
his operations he could have saved his 
banks and made enormous profits for 
himself and his associates. He bases 
this statement upon his estimate of 
the value of the bonds in the South- 
ern Indiana Railway Company. The 
Comptroller, the State Auditor and 
the members of the Chicago Clearing- 


house Committee place the value of 
the bonds at one-half the valuation 
of Mr. Walsh, and it was their refusal 
to accept his valuation that caused 
the suspension of the banks.. 
ENORMOUS LIABILITIES. . 

The liabilities of the three institu- 
tions are estimated in the aggregate at 
$26,000,000. Against this amount the 
banks and the trust company have 
resources that are on a conservative 
estimate worth $16,000,000. The bonds 
of the Southern Indiana Railway Com- 
pany are estimated by Mr. Walsh as 
being worth $16,000,000. They are con- 
sidered by the Comptroller, State Au- 
ditor and the Clearinghouse Commit- 
tee to be worth a little more than 
half that sum. Their value is a mat- 
ter to be determined in“the future and 
the presidents of the local banks ad- 
mit that if the estimate of Mr. Walsh 
is found to be correct, the two banks 
and the trust company will not only 
pay all of their debts, but leave a sur- 
plus besides. The directors of the two 
banks and Mr. Walsh, who has turned 
over all of his private property as 
well as that standing in the name of 
Mrs. Walsh, have pledged real estate 
and securities valued at $5,000,000, 
and estimating the railroad bonds at 
$8,000,000 more, makes a total of $29,- 
000,000 assets against $26,000,00 liabil- 
ities. 

DEVIOUS METHODS. 

For some time there has been a 
difference of opinion between the offi- 
cers of the Chicago National Bank and 
Comptroller Ridgely regarding the 
methods of conducting the affairs of 
the bank. The Comptroller took ex- 
ception to the large loans made by the 
bank to the private enterprises of Mr.

IMMIGRATION AND LABOR. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—At the Peo- 
ple’s meeting in the Baptist Church of 
the Epiphany, yesterday, the principal 
address wae delivered by Immigration 
Commissioner Robert Watchorn, on 
“Immigration and Labor.”

To Call Strikes Was Part of 
Wicked Plan.

CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—The so-called 
“brick trust” of Chicago made sur- 
render to State’s Attorney Healy in 
court today and was fined an aggre- 
gate of $18,000. The company and a 
number of its officials, together with 
two labor leaders, was indicted for 
conspiracy to prevent competition and 
to restrict the production and sale of 
brick in the Chicago market. 

Bhe indictments were pressed at the 
instance of a number of small dealers, 
who complained to the grand jury that 
they were unable to secure supplies 
until they complied with the terms and 
all demands of the combination of 
brickmakers, which practically con- 
trolled the output of brick in Chicago 
and vicinity. 

As soon as the witnesses were called 
in court the defense announced that 
William H. Weickler, general superin- 
tendent of the Illinois Brick Company, 


It was desired that the punishment 
to be inflicted upon the other nine de- 
fendants be remitted in his case. 
deciared that 
he was willing that this action should 
be taken in Weickler’s case, and the 
attorney then entered pleas of guilty 
for all the other defendants. The 
court assessed fines of $2000 in each 
case. ‘The amount was paid at once 
by the attorneys, and the defendants 
were dismissed.

Russia, France and Germany Be- 
lieved at Tokio to be Exerting their 
Combined Influence, Indirectly, to 
Backing Peking Government in its 
Stand—Outery Against Cabinet.

TOKIO, Dec. 18.—The continued faill- 
ure of Baron Kemura to conclude the 
negotiations with the Chinese govern~- 
ment at Peking, which were begun 
after the conclusion of the Russo-Jap- 
anese’ War, is an open secret. 

It is believed by. some Japanese here 
that the extent of Japan's concessions 
are such as will fail to secure what 
they think should have properly been 
her acquisitions as the result of the 
treaty of Portsmouth. For example, 
the building of the Kirin-Chang Chung 
Railway has not been conceded and the 
stationing of railway guards is not to 
be permitted, leaving the work in the 
hands of the police, who will be with- 
drawn when the period for the with- 
drawal of troops expires. 

China’s firm attitude is believed te 
be due to combined pressure, indi- 
rectly exerted by Russia, France and 


Germany.

MUCH INSTITUTE. 


tigt Angeles was honored yester- 


day by the arrival of severa) hundred 
teachers, principals and superintend- 
ents from the schools of this and Ven- 
tura counties in attendance with the 
city teachers on three schoo! institutes, 
all agoing at once. The last of the 
week there wil] come several hundred 
more from the various counties of 
Southern California called together to 


attend the meetings of the Southern! 


California Teachers Association. 
County Superintendents Mark Kep- 
pel and George L. Sackett and Super- 
intendent James H. Graham of Pasa- 
dena have worked in harmony to pro- 
vide an able list of speakers, thirty in 
all on the printed list, with many of 
local reputation not mentioned. To 


divide this large body of teachers into 


sections, decide upon profitable sub- 
jects for discussion, and then secure 
speakers who will make it worth a 
teacher’s while to attend requires gen- 
eralship of a high order. The officers 
are entitied to credit for the effort 
they have made. 

Separating the High School teachers 
from the grammar and primary grades, 
as has been done this year, is a step 
in the right direction. High School 
teachers do not enjoy a discussion on 
first grade reading any more than the 
primary teachers appreciate physical 
geography. 

The Jaw requires the county superin- 
tendents to hold a county institute and 
places severe penalties upon teachers 
who do not attend. Bach teacher is 
required to make a written statement. 
concerning his attendance at the day 
meetings, his punctuality and the time 
he left the seasion and attach it to his 
Warrant for December salary before 
the county superintendent can pay the 
same. The law recognizes the fact 
that teachers as a-:rule do not relish 
institutes and considers it necessary to 
force them to attend. Is this a true 
conception of conditions? Judging 
from the testimony of teachers when 
“off duty’ The Times must admit that 
itis. Why is it true? . 

Do not the teachers wish profes- 
sional improvement? The Times be- 
lieves the great majority do. There 
is no more conscientious and hard- 
working class of public servants than 
those engaged in the public schools. 
What is the matter? Two things. 
First, the sessions are too long. As one 
teacher said, “We want inspiration, 
but we do not enjoy it in daily doses 
of five hours each.” 

Second, too many speakers have no 
original message. Go to the auditorium 
when some uninteresting speaker 
has the floor and you will probably see 
teachers reading an interesting book 
or writing letters. Then see the ani- 
mated faces and sparkling eyes when 
a speaker like Sarah Louise Arnold of 
Boston, who was here last year, has 


‘ithe floor.

HE BRITISH ELECTIONS. 


The London newspapers arriving 
by last mail make clear that it was 
Mr. Chamberlain who forced the 
hands of Mr. Balfour, and virtually 
compelled the immediate resignation 
of the Conservative Premier. The lat- 
ter had made an appeal for unity in 
the ranks of the Unionist party, but 
he put forward no real fighting pro- 
gramme, formulated no clear-cut pol- 
icy, and in consequence utterly failed 
to produce any rallying movement of 
loyalty among the dissevered sections 
of his party. Mr. Chamberlain used 
the oceasion to throw himself fear- 
leasly into the forefront of the battle. 
In addressing a great public meeting 
at Bristol, one of the leading centers 
of industry in England, he flung all 
half-measures to the four winds of 
heaven. He declared for a general 
tariff, whereby only can the country 
be provided with the double weapons 
of retaliation against protectionist 
countries and of preference towards 
the colonies. He refused all compro- 
mise on the free food question, point- 
ing out that the sole means of giving 
to the colonies a tariff preference is to 
impose a duty on wheat grown in for- 
eign countries. Amid a scene of 
great enthusiasm among the audience, 
he formulated his battle-cry for the 
coming election in the following 
words: “More work for the people of 
the mother land, and a closer union 
bet ween the different parts of the em- 
pire.” 

Resolutions embodying these views 
were put to the assemblage, and were 


declared by the chairman to be car-

public meeting was held immediately 
after a meeting of the Liberal Union- 
ist Council, summoned to formulate 
an election programme, Mr. Chamber- 
lain thus carries with him the full 
strength of the Liberal Unionist wing 
of the allied party. He had previously 
received the pledged support of the 
Union of Conservative Associations, 
the organization throughout the con- 
stituencies that directs the affairs of 
the other wing. It is therefor® Mr. 
Chamberlain and not Mr. Balfour who 
will be the real and effective leader on 
wthe Unionist side during the approach- 
ing campaign. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s aetion has the 
result of throwing overboard the Duke 
of Devonshire and the other ‘free- 


retaliatory purposes but refuse to im- 
pose a tax on wheat, sacrificing in 
their devotion to this latter principle 
any chance of granting preferential 
treatment to the colonies. Analysis of 
the recent by-elections shows that it 
was men of this brand, advocates of 
half-measures, who really went down 
at the polls, while the out-and-out 
supporters of Mr. Chamberlain fairly 
held their own. This fact points to 
the uncertainty of the coming general 
election, Furthermore the distress 
among \unemployed is an wun- 
doubted factor in Mr. Chamberlain's 
favor, for when tens of thousands of 
men are out of work, despite all the 
theoretical arguments that free trade 
means national prosperity, there 
grows up a very sincere and wide- 
spread wish to try the other order of 
things. 


Yet Mr. Chamberlain makes no pre- 
tence of marching to assured victory. 
Indeed, be points out that it will be 
better for his cause to triumph, not 
now, but a little later. In other words 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman is to 
be made welcome to win at the coming 
genera! election, to secure a Parlia- 
mentary majority, and then to come to 
political grief over the Irish Home 
Rule question, an issue upon which 
the Liberals, the moment it comes to 
the touch of actual] legislation, are 
still hopelegsiy divided. Thereafter 
will be Mr. Chamberlain's chance to 
sail in, sweep the country at a gene- 
ral election, and return to power with 
a majority at his back strong enough 
to defy the Irish vote and carry 
through a thorough-going protection- 
ist programme. 

Almost the last official act of the re- 
tiring Conservative Government has 
been to, establish at last for Great 
Britain the machinery known in Con- 
tinental Burope as “the brain of the 
army,” in other words, a general staff. 
This new organization waits on no 
election results, but under a memoran- 
dum by the War Department goes into 
immediate effect. Officers for the gen- 
eral staff are to be selected on their 
individual qualifications, their ap- 
pointments are to be for four years, 
but they will be longer retained if 
they have shown exceptional fitness 
for the work. This will give the 
country for the first time a body of 
Officers continually. engaged in the 
highest studies of war, and working 
out ahead the military problems that 
may confront the nation at any mo- 
ment and in any part of the world. It 
was the absence of such en organiza- 
tion that rendered the blundering and 
floundering in the early stages of the 
South African war all but tnevitabie. 
On the other hand it was the thorough 
preparedness of the German general 
staf! in 1870 that enabled Count von 
Moltke to march his triumphant, bat-

HE BANK FAILURES. 

The failure of three large finan- 
cial institutions in Chicago, an- 
nounced , has not caused 
even a “flurry” in the financial world. 
In Los Angeles ‘t had no more effect 
than would have been produced by 
a snow-slide in the Himalayas. 

There are no sensational features 
about the Chicago bank suspensions. 
The latter had their beginning and 
their unfortunate ending in the per- 
sonal enterprises of John R. Walsh, 
Presideat of the Chicago National 
Bank. Mr. Walsh made heavy ven- 
tures in the industrial field, and the 
three financial institutions—the Chi- 
cago National Bank, the Home Sav- 
ings Bank, and the Equitable Trust 
Company, all dominated by him— 


the closing of the three houses be- 
came necessary, in the opinion of Con- 
troller of the Currency Ridgely and 
the Chicago bankers who were called 
in consultation. 

Without a doubt the prompt and 
generous action of the Chicago Clear- 
inghouse Association, in agreeing to 
take over the Walsh assets and to 
assume the liabilities, averted a seri- 
ous panic in Chicago, which might 
easily have extended to other parts of 
the country. The Clearinghouse As- 
sociation, in announcing the closing 
up of the Walsh institutions, also 
stated that every depositor and all 
the creditors of these failed institu- 
tions would be paid in full. This was 
followed by a stat@ément to the same 
effect from Controller Ridgely. Of 
course there was a “run” when the 
banks opened yesterday morning, but 
as each depositor received the amount 
of his deposit tn full, the excitement 
gradually subsided, and the danger 


point was easily passed. - 
One of the lessons of this affair is 


so clear that he who runs may read. 
This points to the unwisdom and the 
danger of too heavy loans from banks 
to industrial enterprises not estab-— 
lished upon foundations which go be- 
neath all speculative strata to bed- 
rock. To ipvest the funds of savings 
banks in doubtful speculative or in- 
dustrial enterprises is an 
which merits and should receive se- 
vere punishment. One of the evils 
of this over-speedy age is the care- 
lessness and often the recklessness 
with which trust funds are managed. 
This Chicago affair, which Chicago 
has taken care of so admirably, will 
probably serve an excellent purpose 
in the warning which it inculcates. 
There was a time when such an occur- 
rence might have brought disaster, by 
tumbling one institution upon an- 
other like a house of cards. That 
time disappeared when great financial 
institutions learned to stand by each 
other in time of stress, instead of 
fortifying their own doors against all 
others. The Chicago bankers have 
exemplified anew the positive virtue 
and the practical value of coéperation. 
Los Angeles is to be congratulated 
upon the stability of its banking and 
fiduciary institutions. In no city of 
the country can a better situation be 
found. There is steady growth in 
bank deposits and bank clearings: 
there is conservative management; 
there is safety, and there is confidence 
all along the line. Los Angeles is so 
peculiarly and so ly situated that 
even if a severe financial storm should 
sweep over the East, it would not 
seriously affect us. We should all be 
thankful for our advantageous po- 
sition, and we should keep our feet 
firmly upon the rock of conservatism, 
which is the sure foundation of our

Andictment by San Francisco 


Grand Jury. | 


Crimes of a Labor Union Gov- 
ernment Uncovered. 


Wholesale Shielding of Crime 
and Criminals, 


- Reference was made in these col- 
umns a few days ago to the last re- 
port of the grand jury for San Fran- 
cisco city and county. The report 
is full of interest and of significance. 
Further extracts, giving in detail 
some of the findings of the jury, will 
doubtless be welcomed by readers of 
The Times. 

In order that the reports of col- 
lusion between the police and Chinese 
gambling houses might be sifted, the 
grand jury appointed a committee on 
police to investigate and report to the 
jury. This committee made a report 
on December 19, 1904, from which the 
following extracts are taken: 

“Our conclusions from the testi- 
mony introduced in the informal] in- 
vestigation held by the Board 
Police Commissioners, independent of 
that which was introduced bearing 
solely upon tne written report of Com- 
missioner Hutton, are that for many 
years last past there has been con- 
ducted in the eight blocks bounded 

Sacramento street on the south, 
Pacific street on the north, Stock- 
ton street on the west and Dupont 
street on the east, over one hundred 
places where gambling, to wit, fan tan 
and lottery drawings, has been con- 
tinually taking place. 

“The existence and operations of 
these places have been in violation 
of the statutes of the State, and: 
of the ordinances of the city: 
county, and have lead to numerous 
seandals, murders, and charges of cor- 
ruption against the police ~ other 


city officials. 

“These places were operated with 
fone but police up to 
January 28, 1904, when Wee Ong Tong, 
claiming to be a corporation, com- 
Menced an action in the Superior 
Court to restrain the police from mak- 
ing any efforts in the direction of the 
suppression of Chinese gambling in 
‘the above mentioned locality. 

“His Honor, Judge Carroll Cook, by 
injunction, restrained the police on 
that day from further interference. 
The injunction was continued in force 
from time to time by His 
Judge Murasky, and on the 27th day 
of September, 1904, the action was 
dismissed without prejudice. it de- 
veloping at that time that Wee Ong 


mencement of that action and its dis- 
miseai, the Wee Ong Tong did incor- 
porate, and on the 28th of September, 
1904, it commenced another action, 
and His Honor, Judge Cook, issued 
another restraining order. An answer 
was filed, the case set for trial, and 
it resulted in judgment being ren- 
dered for the defendants, and on No- 
vember 7, 1904, the injunction was 
finally dissolved. 

“The Police was thus 
powerless to act between the 28th day 
of January, 1994, and the 7th day of 
November, 1904. 

“The evidence produced before us 
shows that these concerns run with a 

very large profit, and that a weekly 
is made to two different 
funds by each of the said’ gambling 
establishments. Five dollars per fan 
tan table per week being paid to a 
foncern known as the ‘See Yups,’ 
which we are informed is used for the 
defense of any one charged with mur- 
‘der arising out of - highbinders’ 
War. or anything incidental to 
gambling. Another five dollars is 
paid to some other fund which we 
believe to be what is commonly known 
as the ‘Gamblers’ Association Fund.’ 
The lotteries paying other ‘sums, the 
whole aggregating a large sum per 
month. 

FINAL RESTING PLACE. 

“We are inclined to think that the 
final resting place of the money is not 
at this time susceptible of legal proof, 
Dut is sealed in the minds of those 
who handle it, and they will commit 
perjury about its disposition out of 
personal interest and fear of death at 
the hands of their association, but we 
believe some part of it is used for 


corrupt purposes. 

“In April, 1903, information con- 
mected with gambling was given and 
We are informed that it resulted in 
the murder of a party connected with 
the information, by reason of re- 
‘wards offered, and we suppose paid |* 
therefor by the eight men who con- 
trol the gambling association, each 
of whom were charged with, and one 
Jhas already been convicted of mur- 
der. The cases of the others are still 
pending. One other was put on trial, 
Which was stopped in its midst by the 
Charge of one of the jurymen that he 
bad been given one hundred and fifty 
dollars to bring in a verdict for the 
defendant. 

“Sporadic attempts have been made 


' to stop the continuance of the above 


gambling. We find that it has been 
and can be stopped by the police when 
not interfered with by the courts with- 
out at all impairing police efficiency 
or the detection or prevention of 
crime in other parts of the city. 
'“That it has existed at all is a mat- 
ter of public shame and a biot on the 
good name of the city. It seems in- 
tolerable to us that at this stage of 
civilizatioi where law is supposed to 
prevail that the condition of affairs 
in Chinatown for years last past has 
existed. 

In a supplementary report the com- 
mittee said: 

“We find from evidence before us, 
that the last squad of policemen who 

went into Chinatown for the purpose 

of suppressing gambling, prior to the 


appointment of this grand jury, was 
~ the squad under.Sergeant Thos. P. 


Ellis, and appointed’ by the Chief of 
Police on or about October 1, 1904,

POOL ROOMS. 

The grand jury says: “It has been 
urged as an excuse for this lack of 
Official activity in Chinatown, that 
gambling among the Chinese is not 
a matter of public concern, so long 
as whites are not corrupted by it, but 
certainly no such plea can be offered 
in behalf of the pool rooms. Their 
maintenance and operation in open 
and flagrant violation of law, and ap- 
parently with the acquiescence of the 
Mayor and the connivance of the po- 
lice, has been a matter of common 
notoriety for years. Their location 
in public places, such as large base- 
ments, cigar stores, fruit stores and 
barber shops, renders them easy of 
access to the small boys, laborers, 
mechanics, clerks, and even house- 
wives, who have become slaves of the 
betting habit. The pernicious _re- 
sults in misery and crime are as well 
known as they are far-reaching, yet 
such places are not only permitted by 
the municipal authorities to exist, but 
are protected by every safeguard 
official cupidity and legal ingenuity 
can devise. 

“During thé course of our investi- 
gation, extending over many months, 
we found that little or no pretense 
of concealment was made in any of 
the thirty or forty public pool rooms. 
When police officers were ostenta- 
tiously assigned to the ostensible 
duty of suppressing and preventing 
violations of law, they exhibited 
themselves in front of the places and 
either remained blind and deaf to all 
that occurred, or assisted in so regu- 
lating the business and restraining 
the rush of patrons as to lull sus- 
picion. When the efforts of this 
grand jury spurred the police to an 
emba pretense of activity, the 
violators of the law applied to the 
courts for an injunction that would 
furnish an excuse for complete relax- 
ation. With the assistance of the 
Sheriff and his deputies evidence was 
gathered, raids were organized, ar- 
rests were made and convictions had. 
The pool rooms were closed and the 
fact demonstrated that they could 
never resume their unlawful business 
without the corrupt connivance of the 
authorities charged with the duty 


police the city and county of San 
Francisco, and nineteen men would 
hardly be an adequate force for that 
purpose in any event, the work was 
left to the 700 police, under the di- 
rection of the Mayor, the Board of 
Police Commissioners and the Chief 
cf Police. As a result, nearly all of 
the pool rooms in the city ar*> again 
operating without interference. 

“We believe that immunity from 
arrest and prosecution is purchased, 
and we are convinced thai the Mayor, 
the Tolice Commissioner: and the 
Chief of Police could absolutely erad- 
iwaie this evil if they were so 4is- 
posed. . The Police Commissioners 
have threatened to revoke the licenses 
of saloon keepers because poker play- 
ing was permitted in cigar stores con- 
nected with their places of business, 
and as the majority of pool selling 
is done from cigar stores, the same 
method of procedure could be applied 
with success, even though they are 
unable to obtain honest and efficient 
service from patrolmen.
